Sweeps Through Caledonia 


and Raymond. 


Path of Devastation Ten Miles Long and Half-MUe 


Wide—G. Theassen Killed—Many Injured- 


Property Loss Heavy—Story of the

• A cyclone or tornado swept through 
the towns of Raymond nnd Caledonia, 


ending at Rusher, a. small hamlet twelve 


miles north of this city, about 4:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
carrying 


death and destruction 
with it. From 


twenty to thirty handsome farm houses 


and barns were 
completely wrecked; 


many cattle are killed; hundred: 


neres of groin mined; scores 
blown down and fences carried 
away. 


The damage cannot possibly fall short of 


$40,000 and 
may 
reach $50,000. The 


country from Raymond, cast to Cale- 
donia, ». distance of ten or twelve miles 
and about half a mile ir width present-, 
a desolate appearance. Wreckage, from 
barns, and houses is strewn in every di- 
rection nnd at len-t 
forty people, were 


l.ft without shelter, but farmers from 
the survniiiulinsf cmrntry went out with 
ri!> and son hail, the unfortunates under

Farm 


houses and barns were literally 
blown 


to pieces and wiped from the face of 'the 
canil!'several hundred trees twisted to 
pieces like so many pipe stems; 
cattle 


nml hngs, picked up, carried miles 
and 


dashed to pieces; hundreds, of acres of 
yrain leveled 
and 
fences innumerable 


wrecked; while windmills and other 
movable objects were blown a,way like 


sstl'IOVS. 


A representative of\he Journal re- 


turned this afternoon from a trip along 
tlio line of the storm nnd found things 
fullv as bad us was reported early this 
morning. The storm covered an area of

rain and some wind reached the grove 
and it then passed away 
and the sun 


came out warm. 


The residents of the town of Raymond, 


just north of .the Gi'ovc, Mty the stonn 
coming and knew it wn* to be a bud one. 
There'was a fearful down-pour 
of rain 


and then « roar like a do/eu locomotives 
coming and ail angry 
cloud swooped 


down. Many had nought shelter. 


So tar a.- the reports go, the first, 


house hit was 
that of -Mr, Cook, near 


Raymond Center. It WHS a new strue- 
.turc and completely leveled. 


Then -the home nnd other buildings on 


Mr. J. J. J/aing were wrecked, and Mr. 
Laing, an old gentleman., seriou.-ly hurt. 


The home of Mr. George }\"e.-t, who 


was at the Union Grove convention, was 
struck. The corner wn.- carried 
,an da portion of the root. 


All of the 'burns and house pf Elislm 


Tjtrtver were wiped from the earth, nnd 
it is said that two members of the fiim- 
ily aro slightly injured.

bournf, ate strewn ahout the country. 


Albert Hcpumu of Caledonia, lost his 


-biirns. uno William Hesw' barns and 
*jth»r building* were blown away 
and 


t«vo of his horses hurt and killed.

dnd many other barns and houses more 
or less damaged. 


The wor.it wreck along the line of the 


•torin is nt the farm of G. Thcasjen of 
Caledonia. Mr. Theassen and his whole 
family, consisting of wife 
and several 


children were in the home when it was 
carried away, a.s were the -bams adjoin- 
ing. 
\\"heu the wrecl: «:as searched it 


was found that Mr. Theassen was killed, 


twelve miles, commencing at a point 
near Raymond Center a^cl ending about 
half a uiile west of the Milwaukee Elec- 
tric Railway & Light Company tracks, 
in the towu of Caledonia and ten miles 
northeast of the city. 


With John Ti'iuubull, of O.lcdouiir, the 


trip wa.s made, commencing at the end 
of the storm and running to its com- 
mencement. The scenes can hnrdly be 
ile.-eribed. Farmers-met who described 
the storm state 'thirt "when tiie ominous 
looking cloud appeared iu the 
.\vcs.t,. it

Ting of the cloud of death was appalling. 
Some describe it as a regular 
funnel- 


place visited, and here was another fear- 
ful scene. His barns, the largest and 
most commodious in Racine county, arc- 
completely gone, nis farm machinery 
and carriages wrecked, and hay, grain 
and everything 
in-it strewn over the 


'broad acres. The roof of; his house is 
badly torn, tool' shed gone, and new 
mower damaged, while, there 'are dozens 
of trees twisted bo .pieces and stripped of 
the bark. The wreck of the .outbuild- 
ings was 
complete,. bat 'Mr. Erbe is 


thankful his house is not gone and that 
no one was hurt. He estimates his loss 
at $3,500. 


Another scene of destruction is at the 


farm of William Hess. All of his barns 
and other out-buildings are -leveled 
to 


the ground and portions of the structure 
carried for miles. His house is partly 
wrecked and he bad one horse killed and 
another injured. His loss will exceed 
$3,000.

THE DAMAGE AT RAYMOND. 


Over the Caledonia line Into the town 


of, Raymond 
there is great' damage, 


The house and barns 
of Mr. Charles 


•Laing are blown to pieces and not a par- 
ticle "of them is left except the wreckage. 
Mr. Laing was hurt, but not danger- 
ously. 


Elisha -Lower also lost his barns and 


home, -but the latter is not badly hurt. 


Albert Hermann's house, granary, barn 


and other buildings are gone and one of 
hii- horses killed. 


Herman Eihbower had his barn and 


house damaged several hundred dollars. 


Jacob Myers' barn, house and 
other 


buildings are damaged. , 


Frank Eastman had two barns wreck- 


ed, granary demolished, being moved ten 
feet, corn crib reduced to kindling wood 
and three chimneys blown down. 


Nick Fuhrman had a,hcifcr carried 


thirty rods and killed. 


A carpet, weaver at Raymond had his 


house damaged. 


The house of George 'West was consid- 


erably damaged.

Here tlie chimney oi the house was pone,

Mrs. Mielicl was very sick 
in bed and the s.torm nearly frightened 
her to death. 


Edward Bolting, llie next farmer, de- 


scribed the cloud that wrought destruc- 
tion, as something like a great snake of 
red tire, anil ho ju.-t escaped it, as did 
hi- farmhouse and burns. 


.lolin Mokousky, a little further west, 


hud fifteen trees blown 
to pieces 
and 


fence.- scattered for miles. 


At the oltl Dyer farm, owned by John 


Smprchck. there was a peculiar condi- 
tion of things. A little l.ottse stands on 
th« farm. It 
is surrounded by trees. 


Every single tree on the place was twi.-t- 
ed and tnrii, but the house escaped with 
the loss, of several bricks from the chim- 
ney. 


Jn the woods fit John Strangman there 


i- a swath twenty rods wide and trees 
are mowed down like straw. Just along 
the river were camped Joe Moutz 'and 
Jnlin Rieliter, of this city. The young 
men SAW -the storm coining and when it 
struck trees went down on all sides, hut 
their tent remained intact. They were 
badly frightened. 


AT TllU THKASSEN HOMK. 


Hut the most awful scene of all was at 


the 
farm of Godhiu'dt Thcnssen. Here 


the house and barn- arc blown to pieces 
and scattered for five milfs through the 
country, one pip; being curried a mile and 
dropped dead in the Strongman 
fields, 


while chickens were found 
two 
miles 


away. At llie time the storm 
struck, 


Mrs. Theassen and her five children were, 
in the front part of the house. They 


?atC3t mystery is that 


more people' were not killed or injured. 


Many instances of miraculous escapes 


are told bv the farmers wlio^e, pluccs 
were struck and damaged. Hundreds of 
people have passed through the district 
aJid'.marvel at the fortunate escape -of- 
those in the storm. 


THE ORIGIN" OF STORM. 


From the best possible 
information 


the storm commenced on 
the farm 
of 


Kui'us Waldron, in Raymond, and was 
apparently a little whirlwind that took 
the top of a hay .-.tack oil'. The next 
heard of it was on the Huns Olsen place, 
where it tore a (burn to pieces on the 
.Hay farm: then came the Laing home 
and down through the woods of George 
West, but it, appears that the house of 
Mr. West was not injured, 
it being a 


quarter of a mile distant from the path 
of the storm. 


CORONER TO THE SCENE. ' ' 


Coroner Joiias Hoyle -received a uics 


sage through the police,'aliout G o'clock 
lust evening, from Caledonia station tell-., 
ing him to come out lit once to tlie town, 
that Gcblmrdt Theassen, one of the best 
known and most highly respected citi- 
zens of that place had been killed dur- 
ing tiic cyclone, by the house iall-ng' up- 
on him. 


Mr. Hovle left at once for the scene 


jf the cyclone. Upon arriving there he 
ounri that the country had been laid 
4-nsle for a distance of about eighteen 
niles long, and the path of the. storm 
love'red a width of about 500 yards. 


Mr. Hoyle «l once empaneled a.jury 


if citizens about the Thcnssen 
home. 


The body was taken in charge by Thron- 
;or nnd Hansen, the undertakers from 
.his city, and removed 
to the school 


niildingof the. German Lutheran church 
xbout hulf a mile south of the Theassen 
home. 


'he inquest was held late last night, 


and tlie verdict rendered was as follows': 


We, the jurors, find 
that Gebhardt 


Thcnssen came to his death by the house 
ailing on "him, crushing him to death, in 
i wind storm or cyclone.

The mayor then was 
to select his own cabinet of directors to' 
have charge of the city government ns 
the members of the president's cabinet 
have charge of the various departments 
of the national government. The idea 
was thought over by the sheriff and his 
friends, and so favorably 
did it strike 


them that they spread it about among 
the various committees and other bodies

• -iCtiw that the public schools are closed 
and people take particular pains to re- 
ports cases as they'appear there appears 
to be no further danger and it is site to 
say that within a week the smallpox in; 
Racine will be a thing of the past. Just 
how many cases, have been reported since 
the epidemic broke out has not been fig- 
ured up, nor has the Cost to the city 
been.stated.

Physicians adhered to . the 
belief that 


furnigation of every' house, in the city 
would stop the spread of the; disease and 
others that vaccination ..-would, be • .the 
best and the bafest and-Surest' protec- 
tion. 


Wholccsalc vaccination of the school 


children followed and also hundreds of 
citizens. Since that time there has been 
a gradual decrease and no doubt the va-c- 
ci nation proved the best method. 


While fumigation is a good thing the 


experience of Cleveland, Ohio, at pres- 
ent, indicates that it. docs not have the 
effect ejected. Every house in that city 
was fumigated and for a time it checked 
the spread, but new sixty cases per week 
arc reported. 


Be that as it may, the disease has dis- 


appeared in the. Belle City and the people 
are highly delighted. A great many be- 
lieve that the germs arc scattered grcat- 
Iv and that when cold wcalther sets in 
there may he a return of the epidemic, 
but physicians hope not and that those 
vaccina'tcd arc largely in the majority 
and will escape.

MILWAUKEE, July 1 —U. S. Depart- 


ment of Agriculture, Climate and Crop 
Bulletin of the Weather Bureau, Wis- 
consin section, for- the week ending July 
1. The continued cool, wot weather has 
been unfavorable for corn and interfer- 
ed materially, with the 
harvesting of 


clover. Some fanners made'an attempt 
at having but vory.little was secured in 
good "condition. Wheat in some locali- 
ties is ready, for harvesting'' but 
the 


ground is rery soft; Warm weather is 
needed for corn and for. the ripening of' 
grain. The average temperature for'the 
-week was slightly below thaf/of the pre- 
'ceding week, the entire week" being "ex- 
ceptionally ebol and seriously retarded 
the advancement of corn and' I'he ripen- 
ing of small: grains. Killing'frosts oc- 
curred in some of the northern counties 
during tho early part of the week and !n 
a, few exposed localities the damage was 
considerable. Light frosts we* reported 
fiom same sections in the central coun- 
ties, but no material damage occurred. 
The rains were frequent and generally 
heavy in the -northern section and ser- 
iously retarded the cultivation of corn. 
On the 25th a heavy rain storm, passed 
over the central and sou them-portions 
of (.he state, accompanied by nigh winds 
which caused grain to lodge badly. The 
ground is generally wet ana very soft. 
The cool weather during the week was 
detrimental to corn, which is becoming 
yellow, especially on low land. Consid- 
erable cultivating was done during the 
early port of the week in the central and 
southern counties, especially 
on 
high 


ground. The condition of this crop has 
declined considerably during the. week. 


Winter wheat and rye—Rye is ripen- 


ing rapidly and whe,at is turning yellow. 
The heads are remarkably well deveicr 
d and straw heavy. The lilgu- winds of 
he 25th caused considerable lodging, hut 
o great' damage and the' outlook; fir 
eavy crops is exceptionally'^o-jd. Oats

ful scene. His barns, the largest and 
most commodious in Racine county, are 
completely gone, his farm machinery 
and carriages wrecked, and hay, grain 
and everything in it strewn over the 
'broad acres. The roof of "his house is 
badly torn., tool shed 
gone and new 


mower damaged, while, there 'are dozens 
of trees twisted to pieces and stripped of 
the bark. The wreck of the.outbuild- 
ings was 
complete,., but Mr. Erbe is 


thankful his house is not gone and that 
no one was hurt. He estimates his loss 
at $3,500. 


Another scene of destruction is .at the 


farm of William Hess. All of Ms barns 
and other out-buildings are -leveled

the ground and portions of the structure 
carried for miles.

THE DAMAGE AT RAYMOND. 


Over the Caledonia line Into the town 


oL Raymond 
there 


The house and barns 


is great 


1 'A cyclone or tornado 
the towns of Raymond 


swept through 


and Caledonia, 


ending at Husher, a small hamlet twelve 
miles north of this city, about 4:30 
o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, carrying 


death and destruction with it. From 
twenty to thirty handsome farm houses 


and barns were completely wrecked; 


many cattle are 
killed; hundreds of 


acres of grain ruined; scores of trees 
blown down and fences carried away. 
The damage cannot possibly fall short of 
$40,000 and 
may 
reach '$50,000. The 


country from Raymond, east- to Cale- 
donia., a distance of ten or twelve miles 
and about half a mile in width presents 
a desolate appearance. Wreckage from 
barns and houses is strewn in every di- 
rection and at least forty people, were 
l<ft without shelter, but farmers from 
the surrounding country went out with 
rigs and son hacl,the unfortunates under 
cover.

Previous to the breaking of the terri- 


ble storm, that carried death- and- terror 
with itj there was-a sudden change in 
the conditions of the weather. From 
a 


rather cool atmosphere it became very 
warm and sultry. Ominous clouds gath- 
ered in the western horizon and things 
bore, a 
threatening aspect. 
Country 


folks expected a storm, but not a ey- 
e-tone. 


The crowd assembled at Union Grove 


to attend the convention saw the clouds 
gather and pass to the north, but never 


afternoon. It left wreck, ruin, 
and desolation 
in 
its track, 


houses and barns were literally 


death 
Farm 
blown 


dreamed that it was anything serious 
and nothing more than a few. drops of 
rain and some wind reached the grove 
and it then passed away 
and the sun 


came out warm. 


The residents of the town of Raymond, 


just north of the Gfo-ve, say the storm 
coming and knew it was to be a bad one. 
There was a fearful down-pour 
of rain 


and then a roar like a dozen locomotives 
coming and an angry 
cloud swooped 


down. Many had sought shelter. 


So far as the reports go, the first 


liouse hit was that of Mr. Cook, near 
Raymond Center. It was a new struc- 
.tiire and completely leveled. 


Then the home and other buildings on 


Mr. J. J. Laing were wrecked, and Mr. 
Laing, an old gentleman, seriously hurt. 


The home of Mr. George }Vest, who 


was at the Union Grove convention, was 
struck. The corner was carried away 
,an da portion of the roof. 


All of the 'barns and house pf Elisha 


iLi>'wer were wiped from the earth, 
and 


it. is said that two members of the fam- 
ily are slightly injured. 


Bams of Frank Eastman, near Kil- 


bourne, are strewn about the country. 


Albert Herman of Caledonia, lost his 


'barns, ana William Hess' barns and 
Other biiildings were blown away 
and 


two of his horses hurt and killed. 


Christian Erb's barns are 
demolished 


and many other barns and houses more 
or less damaged. 


The worst wreck along the line of the 


etorm is at the farm of G. Theassen of 
Caledonia. Mr. Theassen and his whole 
family, consisting of wife 
and several 


children were in the house when it was 


• carried a\vay, as were the barns adjoin- 


ing. 
When the wreck was searched it 


was found that Mr. Theassen was killed, 
but the rest of the family ecaped serious 
injury. He is a man aboutf 50 years old 
and a wife and seven children survive. 


A son of Elisha Lower had an exciting 


experience in the storm. He was going 
along the highway with a horse and a 
wagon loaded 
with farm tools. The 


storm picked up horse, wagon and driver 
and blew them 1QO feet into a field. The 
horse and wagon were wrecked, but the 
man Avas not 'badly hurt,

Telephone lines 
in the 
cyclone belt 


were blown to pieces, and it is. said that 
probably 
a total of twenty-five barns 


arid outbuildings and fifteen houses 
are 


down. 


- A VISIT TO THE SCENE. 


The worst cyclone ever known in Ra- 


ctne county, except the one that swept 
away a portion of the Seventh ward in 
1883, visited portions of'the'towns of 
Caledonia and Raymond late yesterday 


to pieces and wiped from the face erf the 
earth; several hundred trees twisted to 
pieces like so many pipe stems; 
cattle 


and hogs picked up, carried miles 
and 


dashed to pieces; hundreds, of acres of 
grain leveled and 
fencea innumerable 


wrecked; while windmills and 
other 


movable objects were blown away like 
straws. 


A representative 
of'Hhe Journal 
re- 


turned this afternoon from a trip along 
the line of the storm and found things 
fully as bad as was reported early this 
morning. The storm covered an area of 
twelve miles, commencing at 
a point 


near Raymond Center and ending about 
half a mile west of the Milwaukee Elec- 
tric Railway & Light Company tracks, 
in the town of Caledonia and ten miles 
northeast of the cit3*. 


With John Trmnbull, of Caledonia-, the 


trip was made, commencing at the end 
of the storm and running to its com- 
mencement. The scenes can hardly be 
described. Farmers met who described 
the storm state--thitt"when the ominous 
looking cloud appeared in the•: \yes.t, it 
-became--tu> •dark-;>-8#'-night, and-' the.'ntmb-. 
Ting of the cloud of death was appalling. 
Some describe it as a regular 
funnel- 


shaped afl'air and others-as a regular fire 
red cloud, but all agree that where 
it 


struck nothing was left on the earth and 
that it filled the air full of trees, pieces 
of houses, broken wagons and 
every- 


thing imaginable, and that 
he pressure 


from its force cannot be accurately de- 
scribed. 


FIRST TRACES OF TORNADO. 


The first signs of the 
effects of 
the 


storm were at the home of William 
Michel, in the east end 
of Caledonia. 


Here the rhimney of the house was gone, 
orchard of twenty trees stripped, chim- 
ney blown away, windows broken and 
fences gone. Mrs. Michel was very sick 
in bed and the storm nearly 
her to death, 


Edward Botting, the next farmer, de- 


scribed the cloud that wrought destruc- 
tion, as something like a great snake of 
red fire, and he just escaped it, as did 
his farmhouse and barns. 


John Mokousky, a little farther west, 


had fifteen trees blown to pieces 
and 


fences scattered for miles. 


At the old Dyer farm, owned by John 


Smerchek, there was a peculiar 
condi- 


tion of things. A little house stands on 
the farm. It 
5s surrounded by trees. 


Every single tree on the place was twist- 
ed and torn, but the house escaped with 
the loss of several bricks from the ehim- 


damage.

THE ORIGIN'OF STORM. 


From bhe best possible information 


the storm commenced on the farm of 
Riifus Wahlron, in Raymond, and was 
apparently a. little whirlwind that took 
the top of a hay stack oil'.

His father came from Kalten- 
born, Trenis, Germany, in 1S45, living for 
a time at Kenosha, Racine, Milwaukee, 
and for nearly two years at Milton Junc- 
tion.

following year, when he taught school 
for two years near Madison, \Yis. In 
February, 1851, he married Miss-Angela 
EppeVs, of Paris, Kenosha County,' and 
thereafter'settled in Caledonia, Racine 
county. Tlie Rev. Father Meyer was the 
oldest sou of twelve children. He first 
attended the parochial school and receiv- 
ed his first Holy Communion in 18155, 
from

The account of this system says: "The 
mayor's powers Avere to be made to re- 
semble fhose of the 
president of bhe 


'United Stnt.es to a certain extent, and 
that he should be held responsible .for 
nil the executive features of the govern- 
ment of the city. The mayor then was 
to select his own cabinet of directors to 
have charge of the city government as 
the members of the president's c.a'binct 
have charge of the various departments 
of the national government. The idea 
waa thought over by the sheriff and his 
friends, and so favorably 
did it strike 


them that they spread it about among 
the various committees and other bodies 
that had a change,in the. la\v.-governing 
tho municipality •-under consideration. 
The idea proved popular and finally .took 
the shape of the so-called federal plan 
law. This law lias been called tho best 
the city ever had for its government, and 
it has also been condemned, as all laws 
aro to some extent. -The law has been 
in successful and satisfactory operation! 
for years until now. Its constitutional! 
ity Avas attacked • on the 
ground that 


while it Avas a general laAV in character 
and should hnvc 
been made applicable 


to any city in the state, it in reality was 
a special law for Cleveland and not ap- 
plicable to any other city in the state. 
The effect of the decision, it is hoped by

'AOAIJ7 THE UNEXPECTED. 


FTBR the night: riding 


at iwbich I failed .and 
Brainard succeeded we 
spent several .days' in 
.worrying the enemy 
on our front, but when 
several cavalry dashes 
on a single day proved 
to us that the enemy 


had. become weary of us and had aban- 
doned the vicinity we all .went back 
to camp and began to do our spring 
housecieaning. This work was great- 
Jy needed, for only the make believe 
';sick-men had occupied the camp in 
the last fortnight, and they made, the 
place look like a lot of houses! that 
had been abandoned to tramps. In- 
deed, in later days I've been compelled 
to believe that the war was the origin 
of the gre^/t army of tramps,that has 
Invested/and infested the country eyer^ 
'Bince 1865. 


After careful inspection our colonel 


decided that-the best. way. to have a 
clean camp was to make a new one, so 
he formally asked for ground for the 
purpose, 'but the general said that all 
;the troops at the post would have to 
;make nev?- camps elsewhere very soon, 
for since our trouble with ~Longstreet 
the war department had determined 
that the post was' not worth the cost 
of holding it. Further, General Hal- 
leck, the president's right hand mili- 
tary/ adviser, declared that he could 
not understand why^lhe post was ever 
occupied. 


"When this information reached us, 


all of us were amazed and disgusted. 
We had.gone out almost a year before 
to help save the Union. We had spent 
'all our time and suffered Innumerable 
discomforts, privations and fears. Now, 
according to the highest authorities, 
we might as well have remained at 
home. 
Cloyne, Brainarrl and I held 


an indignation meeting over it, and 
Cloyne moved formally -that we join 
the Mick McTwyny gang and assist 
big Pat Callahau in cursing the govern- 
ment, btrt BvaJnard objected, saying 
that goverrfnjents, being human, had 
to learn sora'c things by experience, 
and as on general principles I always 
sided with Braiuard, Cloyne's resolu- 
tion was voted down by a two-thirds 
majority. 


Meanwhile preparations for evacuat-. 


Ing the post had been made. 
The 


"heavy artillery was removed, one regi- 
ment after another followed it, and 
finally there came an early July morn- 
ing when we were informed we were 
to pack bur own effects at once- and be 
ready to abandon camp. 


Up to that time we had supposed 


that our effects were only what could 
be carried on our horses, but some of 
us soon learned to our sorrow that we 
bad accumulated enough stuff to load 
half a dozen horses. I, for one, had 
collected at least a ton of war relics, 
ranging in .weight from a Johnny's 
iron atlrrup to unexploded shells and 
solid shot weighing a hundred pounds. 
All of this old Iron lay in a row on the 
topmost log of our room.and directly 


, over the inner s edge of my bunk. 
I 


tried to bribe teamsters to provide 
transportation; I even labored with the 
sergeant of our howitzer battery, hop- 
ing to coax him to carry them in unoc- 
cupied, corners Q£ his gun caissons, but 
he, too, was obdurate—he had luggage 
of his own—so I had to content myself 
by selecting a single three inch shell, 
that could go in my box of extra cloth- 
ing without exciting suspicion by its 


One day the entire regiment except 


the stable orderlies were ordered on 
picket, the reserve station of which 
was the main, street of the village. At 
4 o'clock in the morning the pickets, 
instead of being relieved, were entirely 
withdrawn, and the relief was posted 
within a quarter of a mile of the main 
body of the regiment. 
The men on 


these new ^posts' were relieved at 8 in 
the morning ,by members of a single 
troop, which happened to be our own. 
From the new outposts—I was the 
corporal in charge of one and Brainard 
'of another—we were soon drawn in to 
camp. 


On entering camp the order was 


given to prepare to fire the houses, 
stables, etc. The signal, the officers 
told us, would be the fall of the camp 
flagstaff, at which a man with an as 
already stood, while the entire band, 
mountedt stood near by, playing "Auld 
Lang Syne." 
To prepare for firing 


camp was simple enough. 
It was 


merely to "stand by" with matches 
ready to light, for every bunk was of 
pine and contained a mattress full of 
hay, straw or leaves that had been well 
sunned and seasoned. The walls-were 
of pine, and so were the roofs. No 
plaster or partitions could delay the 
spread of flame, and'everything was 
as dry as a July sun coxild make It, 


Down crashed the'pole, hundreds of 


matches cracked, and the band began 
playing some solemn'music, familiarly 
known as "Old Hundredth," and then 
dashed into "There's No 'Xuck About 
the. House," for "A;. Hot Time, In the 
Old Town" bad not yet been -written. 
In a moment all the men were hurry- 
ing .to the stables, where the horses 
stood aH saddled. Orders bad. already 
been given tc*dash to the road as soon 
as mounted; the guidon ••bearers were 
already there^ae rallying points- for 
the men bi' tbelr respective troops. Al-

fighting men said. At-least 60 build: 
ings were* aflame, and;. 900 mounted 
men were dashing between-.and around 
them in their effort to reach the road. 
Some of the slower men were obliged 
to make a detour of half a mile, for 
the. heat of that aggregation of burn- 
ing pine was intense, even to men al- 
ready in the road. .

Then I reminded 
h'm that an empty revolver would do 
some effective work if held by the bar- 
rel and used as a hammer. When the

mishers had been overcome and we 
had resumed business at the old stand.

for us, which was great comfort, for to 
kill a man and then have to bury hiin 
is worse than war. I think It's worse 
th«n hell.

ADVERSE TO DEFENDANTS. 


Decision of Judge Bolden in Case of Badg- 


er Man y»«n Illl»»l/i Corporation.. 


In the circuit court yesterday-after- 


noon Judge E. B. Belden rendered an im- 
portant decision in the case of John Gor- 
don vs. The Illinois Commercial Men's 
association. It was a hearing on a mo- 
tion of the defendants to set aside a ser- 
vice of summons in the suit. The de- 
fendant is a foreign corporation organiz- 
ed and doing business under the lawa of 
Illinois and having no office and agents, 
so-called, in the state of Wisconsin. The 
plaintiff served summons on one Reed 
residing in Whitewater-, Wis., upon the 
theory that Rice, a member of the asso- 
ciation hnd collected .membership in the 
association had made out applications 
for 
others for such 
membership 
and 


transmitted such application to the of- 
iice of the association in 
Chicago. It 


was shown that the association had rec- 
ognized work so clone by Reed, by letters. 
The plaintiff contended 
by 
attorneys 


that the acts of Reed constituted him an 
agen for the association in Wisconsin 
for the purpose of service of summons. 
The defendants contended that the acts 
of Rice did not constitute him an agrnt 
of the association for any purpose and 
urged that the service of summons made 
on Rice be set aside. The court denied 
the motion. 


Yesterday afternoon the members of 


the board of health held a. meeting for 
the purpose of discussing the smallpox 
epidemic. The books of the health offi- 
cer showed that the number of cases in 
the city at present hardly exceeded ten 
and that no new ones were being report- 
ed, in fact that the disease Has aibout 
been stamped out. 


Under the conditions it was decided 


to discharge Dr. Fitzgibbons, who has 
been ihe city'smallpox physician for the 
past three months and also to lay off the 
special blue ribbon the latter part of the 
-week. . Cases that appear after that will 
be attended to by the regular physicians 
and if necessary the sick persons taken 
to the isolation hospital..

j?ow that the public schools are closed 


and people take particular pains to re- 
ports cases as they appear there appear; 
to be no further danger and it is safe to 
say that within a week the smallpox in 
IVieirte will be a thing of the past, Just 
how many cases,have been reported since 
the epidemic broke out has hot been fig- 
ured up, nor has the cost to the city 
been,stated. 


Any amount of 
criticism 
has been 


heaped upon the board of health and oth- 
ers, but that body no doubt did the best 
they 
could under 
the 
circumstances. 


Physicians adhered to;; the. belief that 
fumigation 6f every house in the city 
would stop the spread of the disease and 
others that vaccination woUld be ; .the 
best and the safest and surest,-protec- 
tion. 


Wholeesale vaccination of the school 


children followed and also hundreds of 
citizens. Since that time there has been 
a gradual decrease and no doubt the vac- 
cination proved the best method. 


While fumigation is a good thing the 


experience of Cleveland, Ohio, at pres- 
ent, indicates that it docs not have the 
effect expected. Every house in that city 
was fumigated and for a time it checked 
the spread, but now sixty cases per week 
are reported. 


Be that as it may, the disease has dis- 


appeared in the Belle City and the people 
are highly delighted. A great many be- 
lieve that the germs are scattered great- 
ly and that when cold wcalthcr sets in 
there may be a return of the epidemic, 
but physicians hope not and that thosse 
vaccinated arc largely in the majority 
and will escape.
